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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding independent claims 1, 19 and 36, 
Applicant argues, in substance, that Morris (USPN 6,353,848) fails to teach a personal imaging repository that is accessible by the 
requested web service and user information for allowing access to said personal imaging repository. However, the Examiner respectfully 
disagarees, Morris discloses a digital camera that serves as a "personal imaging repository", wherein images are stored on the camera 
and on the server, for communication from the server computer system to the client device-thus the internally stored data is remotely 
accessible over the Internet or a LAN (col. 5 lines 11-20, col.6 line-col.7 line 27 and col. 23 line 66-coL24 line 8). Furthermore, access to 
the camera's storage is allowed from the registered account information-which is also inherently the camera operator's/user's 
information. As the camera's operator, the registored account information specific to the camera is also the camera operator's 
information since the camera is specific to the operator/owner (col.1 1 lines 25-51, col. 12 lines 1-51, col. 13 lines 53-67 and col. 15 lines 
10-19). Therefore the rejection of the pending claims is sustained. 
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
